Furth- 
ermore, I am informed by leaders 
of the railway shopmen that neither 
they, nor Attorney-General Daugher- 
ty, nor Judge Wilkerson, ever Saw any 
one of these alleged 17,000  affida- 
vits.“ 

“Sublimely Ridiculous.” 

While resenting the attacks made 
upon the striking shopmen, their 
leaders and upon himself, Gompers 
characterized Daugherty’s ‘address as 
“sublimely ridiculous.” 

“It has seldom been my privilege,” 
Gompers said, “to see a more flam-

Thus the trend of the German policy of maintaining the peace was 


determined by political insight, personal inclination, the legacies of two 


great men, Bismarck and Moltke, and the desire of the German people 
to devote itself to peaceful labors and not to plunge into adventures. 
Whatever has been said in malevolent circles about the existence 
of a German party favoring war is a conscious or unconScious untruth. 
In every land there are elements which, in serious situations, either from 
honest conviction or less lofty motives, favor the Appeal to the sword, 


but never have such elements influenced the course of German policy. 


The accusations, especially those which have been made against the 
general staff to the effect that it worked foy war, are utterly untenable. 
The Prussian general staff served its king and fatherland by hard, faithful 
work, and maintained Germany’s ability to defend herself by, labors ex- 
tending over many years of peace, as was its duty, but it exerted abso- 
lutely no political influence whatsoever. Interest in politics, as is well 
known, was never particularly strong in the Prussian-German army. 
Looking backward, one might almost say, in fact, that it would have 
been better for us if those in leading military circles had 0 them- 


selves à bit more with foreign policy. 


Says Propaganda 
Did Most Harm. , 
Therefore, how the peace of Ver- 
sailles, in view of this perfectly clear 
state of affairs, could have been found- 
ed upon Germany's guilt in having 
caused the world war, would seem an 
insoluble riddle if it were not possible 
to trace the tremendous effect of a 
new war weapon—viz.: the political 
propaganda of England against Ger- 
many—planned on a large scale and 
Applied with audacity and unscrupu- 
‘lousness. I cannot bring myself to 


dismiss this propagunda by branding 
it with eatch-words such as “a piece 


of rascality,” ete., since it constitu- 


tes an achievement which, in spite of 


its repugnant nature, cannot be ignor- 
ed: it did us more harm than the 
arms in the bands of our opponents. 

To us Germans, such an instrument 
of insineerity, distortion and hypocri- 
sy is not pleasing; it is something 
that is incompatible with the German 
character; we try to, convince our op- 
ponents with other weapons. But 
war is a cruel thing and what matters 
in it is to win; after all, to fire heavy 
guns at civilized being is not a pleas- 
ant matter, nor to bombard beautiful 
old towns, yet this had to be done by 
both sides in the war. 

Moreover, we could not have de- 
veloped a propaganda on a large scale 
like that of our enemies during the 
war for the very reason that they had 
no foes in their rear, whereas we were 
surrounded. In addition, most Ger- 
mans have not the gift to kit a scheme 
of propaganda to the different na- 


| tionalities of the nations upon which 


it is supposed to work. But, just as 
the English were more than our match 
with that terrible weapon of theirs, 
the tank, against which we could 
bring nothing of equal efficiency, 80 
also were they superior to us with 
their very effective Wg ape of propa- 
ganda. 

And this weapon still.continues its 
work and we are compelled still to de- 
fend ourselves against it over and 
over again. For there can be no doubt 
that the unjust peace of Versailles 
could not have been founded upon 
Germany’s ‘war guilt unless propa- 
ganda had préviously accomplished its 
task and, partly with the support of 
German pacifists, instilled into the 


“brains of 100,000,000 human beings} 


the belief in Germany's guilt, so that 
the unjust peace of Versailles seemed 


to many justified. 


Hopes for 
Versailles Reaction. / 
Meanwhile, things have changed, the 
barriers between nations have fallen 
and gradually they are awakening to 
the realization of how their confidence 
was imposed upon. The reaction will 
be crushing to the makers of the Ver- 
sailles peace, but helpful to Germany. 
It goes without saying that, among 
the ‘statesmen, politicians and pub- 
licists of the entente who really know, 
not a single one is really convinced of 
Germany's guilt in having caused the 
world war. Every one of them knows

COX WILL RECOVER

Major Recovers Con- 
sciousness After 36

Germany. It has been possible for 
months to note what difficulties are 
arising in the path not only of Ger- 
many but of the victors as a result of 
such an extravagant instrument. 

In many ways the treaty has been 
punctured by the entente itself, and 
for this the reason is easily found. 
In the present highly develope? state 
of the world, which rests upon free, 
systematic exchange of materia] and 
intellectual property, regulated sole- 
ly by production itself, it is quite out 
of the question for three men—no 
matter how eminent they may be 
to sit themselves down anywhere and 
dictate paragrap' ed laws to the world. 
Yet that is what the Versailles treaty 
does, not only for Germany, but also, 
indirectly, for the entente and Amer- 
ica, since all economic questions can 
be solved by mutual not one-sided 
action.

The peace treaties of Brest-Litovck 
and Bucharest—which indeed are not 
‘at all comparable with the treaty of 
Versailles—can not be adduced 
against us. They were con<luded in 
the very midst of the war and had 
to include conditions which would 
guarantee our safety until the end of 
the war. Had it come to a general 
peace, the treaty made by as in the 
east would have had a far different 
aspect: had we won the war, it wonld 
have been revised by ourselves At 
the time it was made it was neces- 
sary to give preference to military 
requirements. 

But enlightenment regarding the 
unjust treaty of Versailles is on tie 
way and the necessities of life. among 
present-day nations will speak in im- 
perious tones to victors and van- 
quished. 

After years of the heaviest trial 
will come the liberation from a yoke 
imposed unjustly upon a great, strong, 
honest nation.

Statesboro, Ga., October 22.—(Spe- 


> eial.)— One of the most sensational 
murder trials in the annals of Bulloch 
superior court will come up for trial 


this week, and unless a plea of in- 
sanity is entered Elliott Padrick, 
young minister, will face a jury for 
the double murder of his girl-wife and 
mother-in-law. 

The latter part of June, last, Rev. 
Padrick wrote his wife to meet him 
at Clito in her sedan, the letter con- 
veying endearing terms. Instead of 
the young. wife meeting the young 
minister-husband there alone, she was 
accompanied by her mother, Mrs. M. 
B. Dixon, and the three started for 
the Dixon home near Dover. Just 
before the Ogeechee river was reached 
Padrick, it is charged, shot both of 
the women to death, leaving them in 
the car on the bridge. 

Tried to Escape. . 

He made an effort to escape, but 
was seen by people who came up in 
an automobile before he could get off 
the bridge. He made his way to 
Dover, however, and hired & driver to 
take him to Sylvania, but before that 
place was reached the news of the 
alleged double murder had spread and 
officers met him. He was taken to 
Augusta and there admitted the crime 


and charged his wife and mother-in- 


law with being responsible for it. 

He was finally brought back to 
ing there he became clamlike, refus- 
ing to talk at all. When he reached 
here he appeared feeble, probably 
from the long trip in an automobile 
from Augusta to this city, and his 
words were hardly audible. He was 
asked for a statement, but would 
make none, saying: 

“All the talking I will do now will 
be with God. I do not feel very well, 
and I am tired out from my long trip 
last night.” Sheriff Mallard brought 
the young minister in after midnight 


and the.fact that he was in jail here 


remained a secret until next morning. 
He expressed a desire to see a min- 
ister and it was but a short time be- 
fore one called on him. 

Many people have thought the 
young minister must have been un- 
balanced mentally, while many oth- 
ers have thought the opposite. 

ixon Calls Him Sane. 

In the beginning of his statement M. 
B. Dixon, the father and husband of 
the murdered women, had this to say: 
“Elliott Padrick is as sane as any 
man in Bulloch county. He has 
more sense than any two average 
men in Bulloch county, but it happens 
to be the brains of a very devil;“ and 
iz: his last paragraph he said: “Some 
have talked of lynching Padrick, and 
friends have mentioned it to me, but 
I want to say here and now that all 
J desire for Padrick is justice. I don't 
favor lynch law, but I do sincerely 
hope that neither his position in the 
1 nor his lying slanders against 
my dear wife and daugbter will pre- 
vent him from securing: absolute and 
impartial justice at the hands of the 
law.“ 

Since Padrick has been confined in 
the Bulloch county jail lawyers and 
doctors have been to see him. Re- 
cently a lawyer from Augusta, ac- 
companied by a doctor from both 
Augusta and Milledgeville, vigited 
him in his cell. and the physictans’ 
visit probably had something to do 
with the rumor of the probable insan- 
ity plea when he comes into court 
next week.

ed. The Greek governor general was 
dismissed yesterday because he failed 
to hold the exodus in check. 
A French official declared: “The 
governor general has incurred a terri- 
ble responsibility because more deaths 
will de caused by the 
flight than by any other thing. 

The- governor general explained that 
he was trying with all his power to 
control the exodus and keep it orderly, 
but was helplese against the over- 
whelming mass. The Associated Press 
correspondent, talking with many of 
the refugees at various points through- 
out the district, found exaggerated 
stories current everywhere of the ac- 
tivities of the comitadjis and bandits 
and also a universal feeling against re- 
maining in the country until the arri- 
val of the Turkish gendarmerie. The 
refugees place no reliance in 
French. The mayor of one of the vil- 
lages said: “We are going because 
we shall be massacred if we stay. 
Smyrna has taught us a lesson. France 
gave east Thrace away to the Turks. 
Now France wants to prevent us from 
zOing to a countrv immune from mas- 
macres.

A survey by The Constitution of 
the dairy situation in Georgia 
closes facts highly encouraging to all 
hopeful for the future of this prom- 
iseful industry. 

Slowly but surely the dairy cow is 
finding an important place in the up- 
building of farm prosperity in the 
state. Although the present stage of 
development is far from satisfying te 
critical observers, it is evident that 
the slow process of the pioneering 
stage has been passed. A movement 


profits now seems to be taking shape. 

That Georgia farmers are becoming 
more and more impressed with the fa- 
vorable conditions present in this state 


advanced lines gs followed in the 
great dairy states of Wisconsin and 
Iowa is elearly indicated by the large 
number cf counties whose farmers 
hafe doubled their herds of purebred 
and graded stock in the last few 
years. For the most part this has 
taken place in the last two or three 
years, and virtually all counties have 
Witnessed great gains in the last five 
years. 

It has been evident from the out- 
set that if Georgia is to take its place 
with the states of the sections where 
dairying now is farthest advanced, it 
must be done through purebred stock. 
The Jersey is the predominating breed 
in the state at the present time, with 
the Guernsey cow next in favor. 

A county in the middle of the state, 
Spalding, offers probably the best ex- 
ample of the progress made with the 
breeded animals. The three dairies 
supplying Griffin a few years ago 
have been irfereased to thirteen, an 
increase that was made possible only 
y supplying products of a quality 
that would develop the demand. 

Other Counties Progressing. 

Among other counties now showing 
noteworthy gains in dairying are 
Monroe, Wilcox, Carroll, Butts, Tift 
Dougherty, Ben Hill, Turner and 
Henry. 
only one small dairy herd in Monroe 
county. Today there are more than 
50 farmers engaged in the pursuit. 
These farmers gradually turned to 
dairy, after carefully feeling their 
way for some time. Monroe County 
Agent Worsham believes that the 
milch cows will bring the county 
more prosperity than it has ever en- 
Joyed. The Monroe herds are excep- 
tionally free from, diseases. 

In August, 1921, there was less 
county: doing dairying on a commer- 
cial basis.

Dairy farmers of the county 
have a steady cash income and are 
building silos and permanent pas- 
tures, purchasing better cows and 
getting ready to embark upon an even 


larger program of dairy farming. All

The two types of dairy cattle being 
used in Butts county are Jerseys and 
The past spring a car- 
load of purebred Guernseys were 
bought in Wisconsin. Pure bred 
bulls are taking the place of the scrub 
of a few years ago, and the constant 
aim is to develop high producing 
herds of cattle... 


Farmers of this county are going 
into dairy farming at the rate of three 
or four a week. 

Five years ago Wilcox county, in 
the southern part of the state, boast- 
ed only crooked horned, spotted and 
wiregrass cows. Since the eradi- 
cation of the tick better dairy ani- 
mals have been developed and the 
county is facing an encouraging out- 
look for the promotion of dairying. 


Dairy Profits Proved. 


The experiences of Ben Hill farm- 
ers in dairying give a fair illustra- 
tion of dairy profits in that county 
in 1921 as compared with the present 
time. In the period from September 
1, 1921 to January 1, 1922, an aver- 
age of $: a month was received 
by shippers of cream. During the 
following six months, ending June 1. 
1922, the average had been- boosted 
to between $1,850 and $2,100 a month. 
The last census gave Ben Hill coun- 
ty 4,872 head of cattle on 809 farms, 
with 307 farms reported to have no 
cattle at all. -Thirty-two farmers are 
selling sour cream and are sell- 
ing milk and butter. 

he 125 dairy farmers in Turner 
county show that their herds have ‘yir- 
tually been doubled in the last 12 
months, and they expect the end of 
next year to find their present fig- 
ures doubled, an increase that would 
be eight times the number of cows 
in use five years ago. The average 
profit from each cow in the coun- 
ty is about $10. With only three 
exceptions every dairy farmer in Tur- 
ner report plans to build up pure- 
bred herds. Most of these farmers 
are doing business on a cash basis. 
One farmer who was milking two 
cows five years ago now has 12 dairy 
animals and plans to increase his herd 
to 45 before the end of the year. 

One creamery in Turner county 
paid to the farmers of its vicinity 
84,244 for cream during the first 
ten months of its operation ,and it 
has not yet finished it first year in 
business. 

The dairy advance in Carroll 
county, which has been self-support- 
ing for several years, is reported by 
farm observers to have been not less 
than 300 per cent in the last five 
years. 2 * * increase at 500 
per cent. Not one farmer engaged in 
the dairy industry in that county is 
known to be willing to give up the 
business, There is a noticeable lack 
of organization that stands in the 
way of the county's dairy advance- 
ment. There is need of more pure- 
bred stock. The general outlook is 
reported to be most encouraging. 

Floyd’s Promotion Work. 

The Floyd County Jersey associa- 
a at prom- 
ses to advance the dairy business of 
hat county to an important position. 
By the plan under which the associa- 
tion is working each farmer sub- 
scribes $100 to the citpital stock of 
the association and is supplied with 
five purebred cows that are worth 
Lert rage Sage $200 each.

In some of the herds there 
are as many as 125 cows to the herd. 
Jerseys are the popular strain. Scrub 
milch cows have almost completely 
disappeared, and now the grade cows 
are making way for the pure-bred Jer- 
seys. The Jerseys find the “piney 
woods” region wholly to their liking. 

The dairying industry has been 
revolutionized in Tift county in the 


‘past ten years. Less than ten years 


ago, virtually all of the butter and 


eggs and nearly all of the poultry 


used in Tifton were shipped from 
north Georgia and Tennessee. Now the 
section surrounding Tifton produces 
not only all the butter used in Tifton, 
but ships quantities of it to other 
sections. The milk output for local 
consumption is considerably higher, 
too. Most of the Titf cattle is blooded 
stock. The Jersey is the fayorite cow. 
Developing Market. 

Among lookers-on in the dairy situ- 
ation in Geongiat the present time 
it is agreed the experimenta] 
stage with dairy cows has passed, 
and that future progress lies in de- 
veloping the market. There is a 
sufficient number of farmers now en- 
gaged in the industry to advance 
dairying to a plane of great impor- 
tance in the state with more atten- 
tion to developing the market, dairy 
leaders believe. 

That there is an important mar- 
ket available is clearly indicated by 
figures recently announced by the 
Georgia Creamery Men’s association, 
which was organized in Atlanta last 
spring. These figures show that al- 
though butter produced in the cream- 
eries of Georgia is of a much higher 
quality than most of the butter im- 
ported from other states and sold in 
this state at a higher price, less than 
3 per cent of the Georgia-produced 
butter is consumed in the state. 1 

Butter scored at an official test 
in Atlanta shows that seven Georgia 
creameries averaged 88 against 87.4 
for butter from seven creameries out- 
side the state. Only one creamery out 
of the state rated higher than next to 
the lowest mark for the Georgia 
créameries. The highest Georgia mark 
was 91 and the lowest was 86. 

With this proof of the quality of 
Georzia’s dairy product. officials of 
the Georgia Creamery Men’s associa- 
tion now are acting to increase the 
consumption of home-raised butter, a 
step that if carried out will mean 
much to all phases of dairying in the 
state. 

The success of the creameries in 
the state is a striking feature to dairy 
development. One year ago cream- 
ery butter production in Georgia 
was zero. hirteen creameries now 
produce 5,000 pounds a day. 

What is expected to be a vital 
factor in the development of the dairy 
industry in Georgia is the movement 
to attract dairy farmers of other 
states to ssttle in Georgia. 

The Georgia Creamery Men's asso- 
ciation has joined the Georgia asso- 
ciation in efforts to bring these farm- 
ers to this state, having petitioned 


the Southeastern Passenger associa- 
tion to offer home-seekers rates to 
all points in Georgia. Railroads 
leading north and west have been of- 
fering such rates for Some time, and 
the creamery men are laying exten- 
sive plans to meet this competition 
for farm population.

The coal specialists of the survey 
have been associated with the out- 
standing events in the industry 
throughout that period. E. W. Parker, 
in charge of coal statistics in 1902, 
was made a member of the Roosevelt 
anthracite commission. His successor, 
OC. HE. Lesher, was advisor to the Pea- 
body committee on coal production, 
and later chief statistician for the 
fnel administration. In fact, the files 
of the fuel administration were turned 
over to the interior department and the 
coal specialists of the survey are per- 
haps more familiar than anyone else 
available with the material in those 
files which bears upon the commis- 
sion’s work. 

Statisticians of the survey have been 
in attendance at the several investiga- 
tions made by committees of the house 
and senate in recent years and are 
familiar with the evidence presented at 
those hearings.

If so, it is well to give at- 
tention to the bluings used in wash- 
ing. There are certain types of “‘bot- 


tle blues, in many cases made of 


Prussian blue, a cheap soluble salt of 
iron, that are easily decomposed by 
soap, and because clothes are not 
thoroughly rinsed, iron rust stains ap- 
pear on them. 

If you want to be sure that your 
wash blue does not contain iron, just 
add strong soapsuds to a small quan- 
tity. If it changes from blue to yel- 


low, iron—that rusts your clothes—is 
present, 
By buying one of the. established 


reliable brands of wash blue on the 


market you will avoid difficulties of 


stained or rusted clothing. Or, ana- 
line blues which are soluble and which 
come in ‘liquid and powdered form, 
are perhaps the best, although a little 
more expensive in the beginning. You 
can dissolve a quarter of an ounce in 
a quart of water, bottle it and keep it 
indefinitely.

It is interesting to think how far 
these strange and beautiful pieces of 
handicraft have traveled to come into 
our American stores and homes, We 
are asked sometimes which are the 
rugs most used just now—and one

Today we use for large rooms usual- 


ly either a Chinese or a Kermanshah 
rug, if we are using an Oriental floor 
covering at all.
